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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the quantunn dot taught at 
colunnn 4, line 55, of Chen et al. need not have the same extent in all three directions, this is not convincing because quantunn dots are 
shown specifically by the Chen reference in figures 8 and 9 (see colunnn 7, line 43), and, as shown in these figures, quantunn dots have 
about the same diameter as thickness. Also, the word "dot" means something that is dot-shaped, not longer in one direction than 
another, but symmetrically shaped like a dot. In physics, "quantum dot" designates a "zero-dimensional" object, as opposed to a 
"quantum line" ("one dimensional" object) or "quantum layer" ("two dimensional" object). If there were a significant difference in 
dimensions in the three directions of a structure, one would not be able to disregard the differences in dimensions, and one would not 
therefore be able to consider such a structure as being (approximately) zero dimensional. . 
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
